Originally the Marquesans were pure communists, having, IplTKTMV ANITTT 


according to W- C. Handy, in the Yale Review, "a sort of guild j r ^.lil *. /^iJLi~l 
system, wherein groups worked under the direction of master 
craftsmen, to the rhythm of chants to their gods."" But the' 
French came and conquered. They set about "civilizing" the 
Harquesans. To that end they deposed the master craftsmen, 
abolished the native worship, und established individual owner- 
ship of the soil — in other words, capitalism. This was a strange 
procedure to the natives, who had been accustomed only to col- 
lective effort, and to whom the crops had always been common 
property. They did not accept the new dispensation, and agri- 
culture languished and has virtually disappeared. 


Nor was the ruin solely economic. 
The Marquesans 


possessed remarkable skill and artistic sensibility. 
^Some of 


their pottery displayed an artistry unsurpassed anywhere in the 
world. They made manj- beautiful objects, and built pictures- 
que residences and villas of clay and terra cotta. Naturally 
bhy and gentle, they recoiled from the taunts of the invaders, 
whose ridicule caused them to desist from the practice of their 
r»rts. Their beautiful symbolic rites ceased. They were driven 
jfi upon themselves. 


In less than a century the population has dwindled from 


100,000 to less than 1800. 
The present Marquesan is a pitiful 


creature, saturated with the drugs which the white man brot, 
fhorn of his own religion and apathetic to all others. Small- 
pox, influenza and similar "blessings" imported by the French 
have ravaged the villages. The once flourishing communal 
fields are overgrown with vines. The pretty residences have 
fallen miserably into decay, and the present habitations are 
hideous board shanties, roofed with corrugated iron. 


Some may feel that it was better for the Marquesans to 


perish from the earth than io nourish in happy paganism, but 
fs it not, ir fact, a harsh defect of occidental ci'-'Iization that it 
cannot live in its own way and permit others to do likewise, in- 
stead of forcing its ideals— and those sometimes idiotic — upon
